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1.0 System Description

The Modul ar Cat astrophi ¢ Recovery System (MCRS) consists of a MB83A4 Light
Equi prent Transport (LET), a M250A2 Fifth Wheel Tow ng and Recovery Device
(FWRD) and a XML250 Tilt Deck Recovery Trailer (TDRT). Additional itens also
i ncl ude a 35,000-pound winch kit attached to the FWRD and all Basic |ssue
Itens (BIl) needed for recovery operations. The MCRS has a payl oad of 70, 000-
pound, which will enable Soldiers to recover and evacuate 97% of the Arny
wheel ed vehicle fleet. This STRAP supports the continuing procurenent, life-
cycle cost, and fielding of the MCRS to support training. This STRAP does not
address the requirements of the LET tractor or any other prinme nover that may
be used with the MCRS. The LET has been determnined to be the nost capable
fifth-wheel tractor currently available to the Army to provide the nmobility
required for the MCRS.
